Lesson Text: Psa. 39:1 


Text, 2 Cor. 13:5, “Examine your- 
selves.” 


Usually, at the end of the year, 
merchants take stock; take inventory 
to see what they have on hand, and 
what they are short of; they check up 
to see what needs replenishing. I won- 
der if the children of this world are 
not wiser in this respect than many 
professed Christians. I think it’s a 
good time (at the beginning of this 
Assembly year) to examine ourselves 
(OUR SHELVES, AND SEE IF THEY 
ARE EMPTY) and see if we, as some- 
one says, “Be’s what we ought to be.” 
Once an old man in Georgia, who ran 
a grocery store, had a habit of telling 
his customers, when he didn’t have 
what they called for, “I’m just out, 
I’m looking for some on the next 
train.” But folks won’t wait for the 
next train (many times, especially), 
therefore we had better check up at 
once, and replenish the things that 
are lacking. 

1. EXAMINE CONSECRATION 

Is it consecration or is it straddling? 
There are multitudes of straddlers to- 
day—one foot in the church and one 
in the world. I heard of a fellow going 
to President McKinley and asking for 
a position, and the President asked 
him if he was a Democrat. He said, 
“No.” “Are you a Republican?” He said, 
“No.” “Well, are you a Socialist?” and 
he said, “No.” Then the President 
asked, “Well, what are you?” and the 
man said, “They call me a straddler 
back home.” A double-minded man is 
worse than a horse, for horses usually 
have stable minds. “Ye cannot serve 
God and mammon.” 

“Inspect the neighborhood of thy 
life, every shelf, every nook of thine 
abode.”—Ritcher. Do this and you'll 
be richer. I think it wisdom to thor- 
oughly examine ourselves every night. 
Say, “Old Self, what infirmity have 
you mastered today? What passion 
have you overcome? What temptation 
have you resisted? What ground have 
you gained? Do you have more or less 
of God’s grace?” 
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2. EXAMINE CONDUCT 


In our homes.—Is home home yet 
or just a place to eat a little (without 
grace)? Is it just a place to change 
clothes? (HOME NOW TO MANY 
YOUNG PEOPLE IS JUST A PLACE 
TO LEAVE THEIR DIRTY CLOTHES 
FOR MOTHER TO WASH AND IRON.) 

Mother, father, have you given fam- 
ily prayer up as too big a job? Have 
you folded your arms, so to speak, and 
said, “Children, go to the devil. I’m 
not going to worry about you”? If so, 
read Jer. 10:25, “Pour out thy fury 
upon the heathen that know thee not, 
and upon the families that call not on 
thy name.” 

EXAMINE YOUR CONDUCT BEFORE 
THE PUBLIC 


In Ephesians 5 we are admonished to 
walk as children of light, and have no 
fellowship with the unfruitful works 
of darkness. Col. 4:5,6, “Walk in wis- 
dom toward them that are without, 
(this is) redeeming the time. Let your 
speech be alway with grace, seasoned 
with salt that ye may know how ye 
ought to answer every man.” 

Our conduct is more accurate in 





telling what we are than our mouth. 
Many times our deeds are so noisy that 
people don’t hear what wé say. Deeds 
are fruits; words are leaves. Empty 
words are like empty bags—won’t 
stand up.

The Minister of God Must Guide 
the Wanderer, Show the Blind 
the Way, Bear the Burden of 
Weak, Stand the Abuse of 
the Strong; and Still 
Smile and Speak 
Softly to His 
Enemies. 

Text, “For it is written in the law 
of Moses, Thou shalt not muzzle the 
mouth of the ox that treadeth out the 

corn,” 1 Cor. 9:9. 


The ox referred to in this quotation 
is the preacher. However, we do not 
want to think of the minister of God 
as a four-footed beast; but we do want 
to think of him as God’s ox, upon 
whom both God and the church de- 
pend. Referring to the minister as an 
ox is not at alla humiliating term, for 
there was no animal in the rural 
economy of the Israelites, or indeed in 
that of the ancient Orientals, that was 
held in higher esteem than the ox, 
and deservedly so, for the ox was the 
animal upon whose patient labors de- 
pended all the ordinary operations of 
farming. 

The ancient ox was used under a 
hard yoke, to plough up the fields of 
the Israelites, and was often hitched 
to heavy loads and used for draught 
purposes. He was forced to carry 
heavy burdens upon his back and 
when time came for threshing out the 
small grain the sheaves were piled up- 
on the threshing floor and the old ox 
was driven around and around on the 
heap until he trod out the grain. It 
was on this duty that God prohibited 
him from being muzzled, that he 
might eat freely of both the straw and 
grain. 

The ox was looked upon as a strong 
beast, and one that could stand much 
hard labor and abuse. He was patient 
and faithful and always did his best. 
When he was beaten or mistreated he 
showed no ill will toward his punisher 
but went at the task of accomplishing 
more for his master. 

The minister of Christ must be will- 


, @,; to bear the burdens of the people. 
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If he feels that he is mistreated and 
abused, bear it with patience. At times 
the load will become very heavy, but 
remember the ox who never grumbled 
nor complained, neither did he hold 
any ill feeling or grudge against his 
punisher, but went at his task with 
patience to accomplish more for his 
master. 

The preacher is a servant of all, and 
looked upon as being strong in faith, 
power, patience, and endurance. He is 
expected to have the patience of Job, 
the meekness of Moses, the strength of 
Samson, the tenderness of Jeremiah, 
the wisdom of Solomon, the zeal of 
Jehu, the spirit of Elijah, tle perse- 
verance of Daniel, the prophetic qual- 
ities of Isaiah, the faith of Abraham, 
the power of Peter, the love of John, 
the evangelistic qualities of Paul, the 
charity of Cornelius, and the elo- 
quence of Apollos. 

All of these qualities one could hard- 
ly possess; in fact, none of the above 
mentioned men possessed all of them. 
They are only the high points in the 
lives of choice men. Yet that does not 
keep some people from thinking a 
minister must possess them all. 

Paul was one of the best examples. 
He was a hard worker, willing to suf- 
fer, willing to spend and to be spent 
for the sake of the gospel of Jesus 
Christ. He bore his burdens and af- 
flictions without complaining. He was 
in every way qualified to advise and 
instruct the general ministry of the 
Church. He once wrote Timothy, say- 
ing, “Watch thou in all things, endure 
afflictions, do the work of an evange- 
list, make full proof of thy ministry.” 

The true minister of Christ will 
have heavy burdens to bear, but he 
must bear them with patience and 
courage. He should be the strongest 
member in the church, able to endure 
hardness, proving himself to be a good 
soldier. He may bear burdens that the 
laity know nothing of, but he must be 
man enough to never grunt or com- 
plain even under the most grievous 
burdens. 

If the pastor shows weakness and 
discouragement, such ailment will be 
passed down through the rank and 


file of the membership of his church. 

No ship sails upon peaceful seas all 
the time, but storms wil! arise and 
the waters become troubled, yet the 
captain must never show signs of un- 
easiness or fear. If the morale of the 
captain goes down, all on board im- 
mediately become disturbed. Likewise 
there is no church that will always 
live in peace. As long as there is a 
devil the peaceful waters of the 
church will at times become troubled. 
Then is the time for the pastor to 
show himself a man, and go at the 
task of adjusting matters with confi- 
dence and courage, showing no fear 
or spiritual weakness. 

The pastor who becomes discouraged 
and wants to be lullabyed and rocked 
in the cradle himself, with his feelings 
all spread out like a pumpkin vine all 
over the garden, and as sensitive as a 
bone felon on the forefinger, is detri- 
mental instead of helpful to any 
church. 

Strong men delight in proving their 
strength to their friends by lifting 
heavy loads and exerting themselves. 
They like for people to think they 
are strong and will sacrifice and strain 
themselves to prove their strength. So 
should the minister, who has the repu- 
tation of being strong and courage- 
ous, live up to his reputation. He may 
have to grin and bear many things, 
hide his feelings on many occasions, 
and almost have to lie down on his 
heart to keep it from bursting, but in 
all this he must keep his chin up. 

I once lived neighbor to a minister 
who pastored a church that was far 
from what it ought to be. The finance 
went down, and the man who held a 
mortgage against the church property 
threatened to foreclose. The minister’s 
own income went to the bottom. The 
attendance fell off and some of the 
members, without reason, demanded 
his resignation. On top of that his 
children would sometimes do things 
that would almost tear his heart from 
his bosom. But I never saw that man 
with his chin down, and at no time 
when he could not smile. 

The man who can bear his own

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Drunkenness 

The percentage of arrests for drunk- 
enness among women was nearly five 
times as great in 1942 as in 1932, the 
last year of prohibition. 

Arrests of girls under 21 years of 
age for drunkenness, vagrancy, disor- 
derly conduct, prostitution and other 
sex crimes increased 89.5 per cent dur- 
ing the first six months of 1943. 

Yet, some folks say prohibition 
made American women drink. 

Twenty-six per cent of Federal pris- 
oners were behind bars during prohi- 
bition for liquor-law violations; 52 per 
cent of them are there today for that 
offense. 

Today the Department of Justice, 
and a special Senate committee are 
both investigating the liquor industry 
for monopolistic combines, price eva- 
sions, ceiling violations, hoarding, 
black markets, moonshiners, and boot- 
leggers. ,

Slaughter of Jews 


BERNE. —Approximately five mil- 
lion Jews have been liquidated by the 
Nazis in Europe, it was disclosed here 
this week with the arrival of Germa 
newspaper containing official surve 
of the Jewish population in the Ger- 
man-dominated areas of Europe. 

The survey states that “by action 
taken up to the present time, five mil- 
lion Jews have been eliminated in 
various countries of Europe” and that 
“there are still about 500,000 Jews to 
be dealt with in Hungary.” The pref- 
ace to the survey states that “there is 
no longer any Jewish problem existing 
in the German Reich and even in 
other sections of Europe,” adding that 
the Jews have suffered such heavy 
losses in Poland that such Jewish cen- 
ters as Warsaw and Lublin have been 
“completely neutralized.”—California 
Jewish Voice.

Matt. 6:10, “Thy kingdom come. 
Thy will be done in earth, as it is in 
heaven.” 


In the great sermon preached by 
our Lord and Savior, Jesus Christ, no- 
ble standards were erected governing 
the life of an individual both in a 
moral sense and religious conduct, but 
Qe specifically with the religious 

fe and actions of believers. Of the 
many things denounced, hypocrisy in 
prayer was directly condemned, but 
Jesus immediately offers a model of 
prayer for all men and women to fol- 
low. In this prayer there is one thing 
that stands out. It is a plea for the 
coming kingdom. 


THIS TEXT INDICATES: 

There is such a reality as the king- 
dom. Blessed be God, this hope cheers 
us on, knowing that a time will come 
when the will of God will be done in 
earth. That His will shall be carried 
out and enforced, and that it will be 
a rule with righteousness as the plat- 
form. 

In praying “Thy kingdom come,” it 
is implied that there is another king- 
dom existing and we want the king- 
dom of God to come and replace the 
existing one. 

A kingdom implies the state or at- 
tribute of a king. We are sure of the 
ruler of the coming kingdom, for in 
Revelation 19:16, speaking of Christ, 
it is written, “And he hath on his 
vesture and on his thigh a name writ- 
ten, KING OF KINGS, AND LORD OF 
LORDS.” 

Rev. 11:15 tells us of the kingdoms 
of this world. There must be a head 
or ruler. Rey. 13:2 says that the 
dragon, the devil, gave the beast his 
power, and his seat, and his great 
authority. A king literally means “the 
father of a people,” and in John 8:44 
we read, “The lust of your father ye 
will do.” It states also, “Ye are of 
your father, the devil.” Since a king 
is a father of a people, and the devil 
is called a father of a certain class of 
people, then we may conclude that 
the devil is king over the kingdoms of 
the world. The devil so asserted in 
Matt. 4:8,9, when he promised Jesus 

ll the kingdoms of the world if he 

ould fall down and worship him. He 
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literally said, “These kingdoms are 
mine, I rule them, they are mine to 
give you.” Certainly his subjects are 
influenced by his power. Eph. 2:2, 
“Wherein in times past ye walked ac- 
cording to the course of this world, 
according to the prince of the power 
of the air, the spirit that now worketh 
in the children of disobedience.” This 
kingdom is powerful, for the power of 
the satanic forces of evil are be- 
hind it. It is imposing, and outwardly 
religious. It is scientific, cultured, in- 
telligent, BUT within it is seething, 
backed not by truth but by untruths, 
and dominated by satanic forces, 
principalities, and powers of darkness. 
Is it any wonder that Christ said we 
should pray, “Thy kingdom come”? 


THERE ARE SOME REASONS WHY 
WE SHOULD PRAY FOR THE 
KINGDOM TO COME 
First among the reasons is for the 
settlement of economic problems of 
this day. Not only do we have them 
among the overrun countries of Eu- 
rope, where thousands have been 
starving because of oppression, but in 
this country of ours this problem ex- 
ists, and is proven by issues that are 
being discussed in the presidential 
campaign, and of plans for the post- 
war era to assure employment and 
financial security for all. With the 
great indebtedness of this country of 
ours, and the high rate of taxes faced 
to pay off such, and that will face our 
children, with unemployment existing 
now and will continue increasing, cer- 
tainly we want to pray, “Thy kingdom 

come.” 


We should pray for the kingdom to 
come to end misrule and tyranny. This 
world has suffered under the despotic 
hands of Neros, Tojos, and Hitlers 
long enough. I want the kingdom to 
come and let us have a reign of peace, 
holiness, and righteousness. The devil 
has run roughshod over the feelings 
of God’s people and they have en- 
dured long some indignities that have 
been heaped upon them.

Out of the 
depth of our souls let this cry come 
forth and sound in the ears of our 
heavenly Father, “Thy kingdom 
come,” and He who hears our prayers 
will surely hasten and not delay the 
coming of the King of kings and Lord 
of Lords. 


WHEN HIS KINGDOM COMES 
THERE WILL BE SOME RESULTS 
THAT WILL BE NOTICEABLE 

First among the results will be the 
overthrow of the kingdoms of this 
world. Daniel describes it in this man- 
ner. He beheld the stone that fell upon 
these kingdoms and broke them to 
pieces. Peter says that Rock was 
Christ. Christ said that the stone that 
the builders rejected had become the 
head of the corner and “on whomso- 
ever it shall fall, it will grind him to 
powder.” The kingdoms of the world 
have long rejected Christ and upon 
the establishments of worldly king- 
doms that are in opposition to God, 
will fall this stone and utterly over- 
throw them and will, as Daniel ex- 
pressed it, break them to pieces and 
consume all these kingdoms. 

The next visible result will be the 
establishment of the kingdom for 
which we pray, “Whose kingdom is an 
everlasting kingdom, and all do- 
minions shall serve and obey him,” 
Dan. 7:27. Rev. 11:15, “The kingdoms 
of this world are become the kingdoms 
of our Lord, and of his Christ; and he 
shall reign forever and forever.”

There are a great many people who 
would like to trust God for their 
bodies, but they do not.seem to know 
how to take hold of the Lord. However, 
if they understood, even in just a lit- 
tle measure, God’s wonderful Word, 
and His great and mighty promises, 
there would not be any doubts or fears 
as to trusting Him. When it comes to 
divine healing for our bodies, we must 
first know from the Word of God that 
Jesus, through His sacrifice on Cal- 
vary, is the great Healer. When we do, 
we have a foundation to stand on 
that will not fail. 

In Genesis 1:26, we read: “And God 
said, Let us make man in our image, 
after our likeness ... and God saw 
that which he had made, and behold, 
it was very good.” Before sin entered 
the world, man was in the likeness of 
God, pure and holy. Everything in the 
Garden of Eden was bright and beau- 
tiful, no sickness or disease, no 
thought of disobedience; there was no 
cause to walk apart from the way God 
led them. God said to them that of 
every tree in the garden they might 
eat if they wanted to, except one tree 
—‘‘But of the tree of the knowledge of 
good and evil, thou shalt not eat of it; 
for in the day that thou eatest there- 
of thou shalt surely die.” It was be- 
cause of their disobedience, that sin 
and all the result of sin entered the 
world. 

In Deuteronomy 28 you will find 
listed, as resulting from sin, all the 
diseases to which mankind is sub- 
jected. However, we need not stop 
there; we may go on to Galatians and 
there read that, “Christ hath re- 
deemed us from the curse of the law, 
being made a curse for us; for it is 
written, Cursed is everyone who 
hangeth on a tree.” Gal. 3:13. 

We find, in Exod. 15:25,26, God’s 
wonderful covenant of healing, where 
the children of Israel, in their wan- 
derings through the wilderness, came 
to the bitter waters of Marah. There 
God told Moses to take a certain tree 
and cast it into the waters, and be- 
cause of it the waters were made 
sweet. We know that this is a type of 
Jesus, the only One who can sweeten 
the bitter waters of this life. “There 
he made for them a statute and an 
ordinance, and there he proved them, 
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and said, If thou wilt diligently heark- 
en to the voice of the Lord thy God, 
and wilt do that which is right in his 
sight, and will give ear to his com- 
mandments, and keep all his statutes, 
I will put none of these diseases upon 
thee, which I have brought upon the 
Egyptians; for I am the Lord that 
healeth thee.” 

There is always a condition to meet 
with every blessing that God has given 
to us, and that condition is obedience 
to God’s will. He is not a hard task- 
master, but He does love and demand 
obedience in His children. We find, in 
the doing of His will, how the bitter 
waters are made sweet. 

The first condition is, “If thou wilt 
hearken diligently’—not carelessly, 
indifferently, but earnestly desiring 
the Lord’s will above everything else. 
Hearken diligently to the voice of God. 
Yielding to your own will is an act of 
disobedience. We have His Word that 
cannot be broken, that if we hearken 
diligently, He will put none of the dis- 
eases of Egypt upon us, not one! It is 
God Almighty saying this, and He 
cannot lie! 

God was to be their Healer. That 
was His pledge to them. Israel, on the 
other hand, had to do her part. In 
Numbers 12, we find where Miriam 
became leprous—because of what? 
Murmuring against God’s leader. “And 
Miriam and Aaron spoke against 
Moses because of the Ethiopian wom- 
an whom he had married ... and the 
anger of the Lord was kindled against 
them; and he departed. And Aaron 
looked upon Miriam, and, behold 
Miriam became leprous, white as 
snow.” You might wonder how it 
should have brought such an afflic- 
tion upon Miriam; but, brother, sis- 
ter, any condition, any evil power 
that the enemy can implant in the hu- 
man heart, that worketh ill to his 
neighbor and brings rebellion against 
God, and His people, is sin! We look 
at great outstanding sins and count 
them as terrible, but in God’s sight sin 
is sin, whether it comes in like a flood 
or creeps in like jealousy, envy or 
strife, and it is bound to bring forth 
bitter fruit in our lives. Consider 
Moses! When he saw the condition of

Miriam, even though she had sinned 
against him, his great heart besought 
God in her behalf, and the plague 
was stayed. Beware of this most subtle 
tool of the enemy—jealousy! 

The higher we climb the ladder of 
power and blessing, the closer on our 
tracks comes Satan with all his imps. 
You have never put your foot forward 
to go one step higher in God by way 
of prayer or intercession, but you wil 
find the enemy contesting every foot 
of ground. If you are satisfied to keep 
the same old place, walking round 
and round the same old block all the 
time, you will never be bothered with 
him. 

Do not allow discouragement, or 
anything else from the enemy, to 
lodge for one little moment in your 
heart and mind, for it will not be long 
before it will creep down into your 
heart; and it will take some praying, 
some breaking before God, to get it 
out of your heart. No such condition 
will ever enter your heart unless you 
first allow the seed to take root in 
your mind. Never has the temptation 
of envy, jealousy, or anything else, 
crept into your heart but it was first 
entertained and permitted to flourish 
in your mind, and soon it worked its 
way down into your heart and became 
sin. Satan would easily wedge his way 
in if I allowed him for one moment to 
find lodgment in my mind, and it 
would not be long before he would 
work his way down into the recesses 
of my heart and sin would separate 
me from communion and fellowship 
with my Lord, making an opening for 
the enemy’s subtle attacks. It has tak- 
en me all night many times on my 
knees, to pray through, that God 
might deliver me and protect me from 
the enemy’s encroachment. We cannot 
afford to allow the smallest root of 
bitterness to spring up that will sep- 
arate us from God. 

In Num. 21:4, we read, “And they 
journeyed from mount Hor by the way 
of the Red Sea, to compass the land 
of Edom, and the soul of the people 
was much discouraged because of the 
way.” There are very few people who 
can take the path that is not all roses 
and see God in it. If any little trial or 
test comes their way, they say that

“Whosoever is born of God doth not 
commit sin,” 1 John 3:9. 

2 Tim. 4:2-5, “Preach the word; be 
instant in season, and out of season; 
reprove, rebuke, exhort with all long 
suffering and doctrine. For the time 
will come when they will not endure 
sound doctrine; but after their own 
lusts shall heap to themselves teach- 
ers, having itching ears; And they 
shall turn away their ears from the 
truth, and shall be turned unto 
fables. But watch thou in all things, 
endure afflictions, do the work of an 
evangelist, make full proof of thy min- 
istry.” 

This is one thing I want to do— 
make full proof of my ministry. When 
we see this prophecy fulfilled in many 
places, it grieves my spirit. 


1 John 1:6, 7, “If we say that we 


have fellowship with him, and walk in 
darkness, we lie, and do not the truth: 
But if we walk in the light, as he is in 
the light, we have fellowship one with 
another and the blood of Jesus Christ 
his Son cleanseth us from all sin.” 

Then for professing teachers to ad- 
mit they sin or commit sins once in a 
while and still have an advocate with 
the Father, when God’s Word teaches 
plainly in Heb. 10:26, 28, 29, “For if we 
sin wilfully after that we have re- 
ceived the knowledge of the truth, 
there remaineth no more sacrifice for 
sins. He that despised Moses’ law died 
without mercy under two or three wit- 
nesses: of how much sorer punish- 
ment, suppose ye, shall he be thought 
worthy, who hath trodden under foot. 
the Son of God (they make Jesus a 
liar), and hath counted the blood of 
the covenant, wherewith he was 
sanctified, an unholy thing (that is, 
not able to keep him from sinning, or 
the blood hath lost its power), and 
hath done despite unto the Spirit of 
grace.” 

I know a poor sinner hath an advo- 
cate with the Father, Jesus Christ 
stands between the sinner and God; 
but listen, all ye that say after we get 
this great salvation we can keep on 
sinning a little and still have an ad- 
vocate with the Father, beware! lis- 
ten!

Jude 3, “Beloved, when I gave all 
diligence to write unto you of the com- 
mon salvation, it was needful for me 
to write unto you, and exhort you 
that ye should earnestly contend for 
the faith which was once delivered to 
the saints.” 

Here we have the writer exhorting 
the “beloved” to “earnestly contend 
for the faith,” because many had 
crept in unawares and were no doubt 
deceiving many who would listen to 
them; but no matter how good they 
may have sounded, Jude warned 
against them. 

Paul also in Galatians 1:8 warns, 
“But though we, or an angel from 
heaven, preach any other gospel unto 
you than that which we have preached 
unto you, let him be accursed.” 

These warnings, as well as many 
others in the Bible, were put there 
for our protection, and when men 
come in our midst preaching or teach- 
ing anything foreign to the gospel of 
Paul, we are to warn them, and then, 
after the second admonition (Titus 3: 
10), are to avoid them. 

Some of the most deceptive of all 
of those who are creeping into our 
midst today are those who teach the 
common heresy of “once in grace al- 
ways in grace.” It is presented to us 
under the name of “eternal security” 
or “eternal life.” 

Taken for a strong point is John 10: 
28, and many others, which they 
must twist and misinterpret badly in 
order to make them fit their doctrines. 

This doctrine is not a new doctrine, 
but is the one that was used by the 
devil himself, in the garden of Eden, 
when he deceived Eve. Let’s see if he 
didn’t. 

God said to them, “Of every tree of 
the garden thou mayest freely eat: 
but-of the tree of the knowledge of 
good and evil, thou shalt not eat of it 
... THOU SHALT SURELY DIE.” But 
the devil said, “THOU SHALT NOT 
SURELY DIE.” In other words, Even 
though you do disobey God and com- 
mit sin, you are still a child of God, 
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nothing can alter that. Yes, that old 
tune is used so often: “If you have 
been “born again,” how can you be 
unborn? Evidently, the “eternal secur- 
ity” believer has forgotten that God 
CUT OFF THE NATURAL BRANCHES. 
Rom. 11:17. 

It would. be well to notice that Adam 
and Eve accepted the foul suggestion, 
and were at once driven from the 
garden and were forced to make their 
own living by the sweat of their brow. 
They lost the image of God, just like 
we lose it when we sin. God knows it 
is a terrible sentence, and therefore 
has made a way of escape. 1 John 2:1. 


God had warned Adam that He 
would die, and he did die; he was no 
more in the image of God. That Adam 
had died, sin had caused it, no more 
did he possess eternal life in himself, 
but now Jesus must die in order to re- 
deem him and others who would in 
the future fall by the wayside. With- 
out repentance, Adam would not be a 
partaker of eternal life after this. 


Just so with us; no matter how 
great our experience, sin will rob us 
of eternal life, and unless we repent, 
if we commit sin, we will be lost. “Let 
not sin reign in your mortal body,” 
Rom. 6:12. “Know ye not, that to 
whom ye yield yourselves servants to 
obey, his servants ye are,” Rom. 12:16. 
“The wages of sin is death,” Rom. 6: 
23. 

After reading these few scriptures, 
it seems to me that a man would have 
to be rather unlearned to say that 
you could not backslide, yet men try to 
explain away these, therefore I feel 
that I should give a few airtight and 
waterproof ones for the benefit of 
the skeptic. “Judas by transgression 
FELL,” Acts 1:25. Some will say Judas 
was never saved; but I would like to 
know how his name happened to be 
written in heaven then? as related in 
Luke 10:20. Perhaps you will say that 
Judas was not in the group at that 
time. How do you know? What a 
flimsy thing to base a doctrine as 
dangerous as “eternal security” on. 





Another thing, What did Judas fall 
from, if he did not fall from grace? 
Always remember that you have to 
be up in order to fall. 

Here is another scripture, “He that 
overcometh I will not blot his name 
from the book of life,’ Rev. 3:5, indi- 
cating that a man’s name would be 
blotted out if he did not overcome. 
Pray tell me what a man is to over- 
come if it is not sin. 

2 Peter 2:20-22 ought to convince 
the most stubborn cases. Of course, 
they try to get around that one too, 
by saying, “God never called any of 
His children a sow,” and that is true; 
but after a man has gone back into 
sin, he is no longer a child of God. 

Surely it is a trick of the devil to 
tell a man that he can’t be lost if he 
is ever saved. 

After everything is all summed up, 
What good is there in this belief? It 
only has a tendency to make a man 
let up on his watchfulness against 
sin, and surely that cannot do any 
good, now can it?

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Text: Mark 6:5,6, “And he (Jesus) 
could there do no mighty work .. . 
And he marvelled because of their 
unbelief.” 


Was Jesus out of God’s will in Naza- 
reth? Had He lost His power with God? 
Was He lax in His prayer life? To all 
these questions we must answer, No, 
or make ourselves ridiculous. Yet, we 
are told in a positive statement that 
He was unable to do in Nazareth the 
mighty works that customarily fol- 
lowed in the wake of His ministry. 

This lull in His potent ministry was 
very brief, for soon again the deaf 
heard the music of His voice, the blind 
saw the radiance of His smile, the 
dumb shouted aloud His praise, the 
lame leaped with joy at His touch, the 
sinners were loosed at His command 
and again multitudes clamored for 
the word of life as it fell with love 
from His lips. No, Jesus was the same 
as He had always been before, but 
the people were different. It was they 
who were out of God’s will; it was 
they who knew no power with God; it 
was they who were lax in prayer. 
Christ was shackled with the shackles 
of their unbelief. 

The people of Nazareth refused to 
accept Jesus. They refused to believe 
in Him. He was not the man they 
wanted. From the beginning their 


. minds were warped against Him and 


regardless of what He wrought in 
their midst they found some reason to 
hold fast to their prejudices. They re- 
fused Him their cooperation and con- 
fidence and met His every approach 
to their hearts with a cynical sneer or 
a stinging slur. How absurdly foolish 
they were. That is the prejudice that 
shackles. 

Leaders can do little or nothing 
without the full cooperation and con- 
fidence of their followers. Military of- 
ficers, therefore, ask for the “blind 
faith” of their men. Regardless of 
what energies and potentialities they 
possess, it takes belief in them and 
love for them to make great leaders 
great. 


@ In the church, prejudice toward any 
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leader or minister is an unwelcome in- 
truder. It will deter our progress, 
hinder the work of the Lord, break 
hearts, and cause the damnation of 
souls. To do the great work of which 
they are capable, every official and 
every minister must be free from 
prejudice in either his followers or his 
fellow workmen. 


“But he is not the man we wanted. 
He is not the man for us,” people often 
say of their pastor, teacher, or over- 
seer. What responsibility you assume, 
what judgment you pass, what folly 
you display, what hearts you break! 
Any person who would say that is 
saying also, in his attitude, that he is 
more in knowledge of God’s will than 
the subject of his scorn or of the 
person, or persons, who placed him 
there. Such responsibility before God! 


Were not the Corinthians childish 
in their contentions, which brought 
sharp upon their ears the rebuke of 
Paul, when some said, “I am of Paul, 
and I of Apollos, and I of Cephas, and 
I of Christ”? Then, are not we like 
as childish when we refuse one min- 
ister merely because we like another 
more? Of course, all pastors are not 
alike. Most certainly they are vastly 


different in many ways, and thank 
God for it. The grace of God is not a 
steam-roller to press from a man his 
individuality and make every minis- 
ter a duplicate of some other. Did it 
make impulsive Peter like methodical 
Paul? Far from it. Did it make their 
methods alike; their temperaments; 
their personalities? Certainly not. Yet 
none dare say one was a better Chris- 
tian than the other, or that one did a 
better work than the other, or that 
one was in any whit greater than the 
other. How pitifully inadequate the 
grace of God would be if one man could 
rise so far above all others that no 
one could ever replace him. How woe- 
fully small the heart must be that has 
only the capacity to love and trust 
one man alone. The Nazarenes were 
prejudiced because they thought Jesus 
could not be as great as Moses. But 
He was. 

Men have often been rejected be- 
cause of their backgrounds. Their 
works are often brought to disregard 
because they were once vile and igno- 
rant. And some, because they are cul- 
tured and refined, are rejected on 
the grounds that they are “above us.” 
What if Edison’s inventions had been 
disregarded because his teacher once 
sent him home with a note explaining 
that she would no longer teach him 
because he was too ignorant to learn? 
What if “Amazing Grace” had not 
been published because its composer, 
when degraded in sin, stooped to 
drink whisky from the cuspidors on 
the saloon floor? What if George 
Whitefield’s mighty ministry had been 
smothered in prejudice because he 
once mopped the floors and drew ale 
and beer in his mother’s tavern? 
What if all the people had rejected 
Christ because He was a carpenter and 
the son of a carpenter? Don’t be vain 
enough to judge a man for what he 
once was. 

If you are displeased with your pas- 
tor, your overseer, your Sunday 
School teacher, your official, don’t re- 
fuse him your cooperation (which is 
definitely unchristian) , but work hard 
with him until time for a change 
comes. Then when the time for a 
change comes your works together will 
have created such a love for him and 
so much will have been accomplished 
that you will not want to change, 
after all. Sit down on him and it will 
hurt him for a short while but it will 
hurt you forever.

it is not God’s will—‘Why should He 
allow this to happen to me? I would 
not mind if I were sure it is God’s 
will,” etc. Murmuring and discourage- 
ment! Let us turn to the life of that 
mighty man of God, which was so 
marked by trials and tests that you 
and I know nothing about, and listen 
to him saying, “None of these things 
move me! Don’t weep over me because 
I am going to Jerusalem to suffer. 
Don’t weep over me, for none of these 
things move me. I have caught a 
great vision, I have a great God at 
the helm, and I am seeing Him above 
the tests and trials.” 


They began to murmur against 
Moses—“Wherefore did he bring us 
out of Egypt to die in this wilderness; 
there is no bread here, no place to 
bury us if we die. What do you mean, 
Moses, by bringing us along this way?” 
Moses did not have to fight the battle 
alone, but he just looked to God; and 
when God heard that murmuring, saw 
their disobedience, and how grievous 
was their sin, He sent the fiery ser- 
pents in their midst, and this plague 
spread throughout the whole camp of 
Israel. 


God was in this terrible trial, for in 
His mercy He brought them to the 
place where they had to look to Him 
for help. I often think that our way 
of safety lies in the fact that God al- 
lows the enemy to afflict us, to bring 
us to a sense of our depravity, that we 
might look unto Him and live. I have 
learned that there is a sweetness in 
trusting and praising God in the hard 
places, and letting Him lead me 
through to victory. We are redeemed 
from the curse! Why should we sit in 
the dust? The blood of Jesus Christ 
has prevailed against the foe! 

God may take severe ways to speak 
to us sometimes, because we are way- 
ward and stubborn, and do not heark- 
en to Him “diligently”; therefore it 
may take great trial to awaken our 
heart to a realization of our condition 
and how far short we are in our con- 
secration. We think sometimes, when 
we complain and find fault and have 
an unkind feeling toward one of God’s 
children, that there is not much to it, 
but it opens an avenue for sin to en- 
ter, and affliction may follow. You 
cannot murmur and complain against 
God’s leading without sinning against 
God, but God knows our condition, 
that we are but flesh, and He has 
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raised Christ on high, just as He raised 
the brazen serpent in the wilderness, 
that everyone that looketh, may live— 
many look up and behold their re- 
demption. 

It is hard when in pain and suffer- 
ing to look away from the curse. It 
was hard for those Israelites to turn 
away from the awful agony of the 
serpent’s bite, and look at the brazen 
serpent, but, nevertheless, everyone 
who looked was healed. We look so 
much at ourselves instead, and feel 
so sorry for “poor me,” and we grum- 
ble and find fault with the way, but 
whosoever looketh away to the Lamb 
of God shall be delivered from sin, 
from leprosy, from. sickness, and 
death. The Lamb of God has been 
“lifted up” that He might draw us all 
unto Him. Let us look to Him and be 
made perfectly whole. 

What we are engaged in as Chris- 
tians is not a comedy or a farce; it is 
not an entertainment that is put on 
for the sake of the crowd; it is a real 
warfare against the powers of dark- 
ness. And the issues that are involved 
are of infinite consequence. God would 
have every man who has enlisted do 
his duty. Nelson said before the battle 
of Trafalgar, “England expects every 
man to do his duty.” Do you think 
England expected more than God ex- 
pects? And do you think England de- 
served more than God deserves? And 
is there a likelihood that as great is- 
sues were involved, or that there was 
a greater necessity for loyalty and 
bravery?

ruler of the kingdoms of this world, 
the devil, will be cast into the bot- 
tomless pit, and bound with a great 
chain, shall be shut up for one thou- 
sand years. Oh, my brother, let us pray 
earnestly this prayer for the kingdom 
to come so that old split-foot, the ser- 
pent, the devil, will be put out of cir- 
culation for one thousand years. 

I see a multitude of people with not 
a visage of sorrow upon their faces, 
no aching* hearts in their bosoms, no 
tears in their eyes, no heart-rending 
sobs escape their lips, yet there is a 
sound coming from that vast con- 
course of people that sounds like the 
noise of many waters.
